ALGER WANTS A NOVEMBER SHOW. 


Six months or a year of additional time 
will probably be asked by World’s Fair 
directors for tearing down the Exposition 
ts at Jackson Park. The request for 
more time will have to be made of the Board 
of South Park Commissioners, from whom 
the Fair grounds were leased. A conference 
with the board will be held as soon as prac- 
ticable.. 

This ‘was the view of members of the 
Demolition committee who met last night 
in the Administration Building at Jackson 
Park. The committee was appointed some 
time ago to suggest a plan to the directors 
for winding up the affairs of the Exposi- 
tion. The full committee consists of Presi- 
dent Higinbotham, Director-General Davis, 
Director of Works Buraham, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Edwin Walker, and Director Henry B. 
Stone. At the meeting last night, which was 
the first formal one, there were present Presi- 
dent Higinbotham, Director-General Davis, 
Director of Works Burnham, and Assistant 
Director of Works Graham. They discussed 
the situation until after 10 o’clock. Nothing 
was said during the evening about 
continuing the Fair after Oct. 30. That 
will be the last day, and exhibiters will 
be permitted to begin packing up their goods 
the following morning. Meanwhile, however, 
visitors will be permitted to enter the grounds 
at the regular admission fee of 50 cents. The 
South Park Commissioners, according to the 
terms of the ordinance by which the park was 
leased to the Exposition company, are to 
regain official possession of the grounds Jan. 
1,1894. After that date no admission fee 
gan be charged. 


State Commissioners Want Extensions. 


It is not the intention of the committee to 
ask aay extension of time for World’s Fair 
purposes but in order to dispose of the build- 
ings. As the ordinance stands State buildings 
in the north end of the park must be removed 
by May 1, 1894, and the main buildings a 
year later. Some of the State Commussion- 
ers have themselves asked for an extension. 
The Illinois board has secured it, and to be 
fair to all the South Park Board will be asked 

‘to make such general liberal extension as 
(practicable. 

- With the main buildings there is even a 
greater necessity for more time. There are 
valuable iron arches in several of the struct- 
urés which can be used for depot and other 
tailroad purposes. The committee was of the 
opinion last night that, if it were obliged to 
dump all its salvage on the market at once, it 
would be giutted. It is thought there are no 
would-be purchasers who think the Exposition 
company is in a hole and must sell out within 
& short time, and thus perhaps at a great sac- 
rifice. But it is to avoid this condition that 
the South Park Commissioners will be con- 
ferred with. 

“Idon’t know what the Commissioners 
will do,” said Col. Davis, ** but they might 
materially aid us in realizing on salvage.” 
‘Mr. Burnham favored more time last 
ight, but said if necessary the buildings 
could all be razed by next May. After Nov. 
1 Mr. Burnham will discontinue his service 
with the Exposition company. He has pre- 
viously made this statement and last night 
he let it be understood that he was in earnest. 
His assistant, Mr. Graham, will probably 
succeed to his present superior officer’s duties. 

_ Nothing definite has been determined as to 
what would become of the passes to the 
grounds now in use, but Col. Davis said there 
would probably be an extension. 

Must See the Fair This Month. 

The one point emphasized by last night’s 
meeting was that visitors who wish to see the 
Exposition in its entirety must do so this 
month. The desire on the part of thousands 
to see a prolongation through next year will 
have to be disregarded as impracticable. Ap- 
Propriations by State and foreign govern- 
ments have been exhausted. The foreigners 
are clamoring to go home. When 
it is understood that they contributed 
about four-fifths of the exhibits their 
Withdrawal means the ruin of the displays. 

.The Director-General has in his office scores 
of requests for packing the morning after 
Columbus day, and they will be delivered as 
800n as practicable. The removal, however, 
Will be slow. There will be no such rush as 
Characterized installation.

The lowest estimate is that 300 varieties and 
1,500 specimens will be shown. 

‘“* At the inception of the enterprise it was 
proposed to have the greatest chrysanthe- 
mum show ever held in the world, and I 
think it probable there will be no disappoint- 
ment,”” said Uncle John. “* We have the 
material on-hand to give the flowers a better 
setting than they haveever had before, and 
the effect cannot be other than pleasing.” 

The financial success of the enterprise, it 
is said, will depend upon whether the admis- 
sion to the Fair grounds is 50 or 25 cents 
after Nov. 1. 


CHICAGO GETS “AMERICA” REPLICA, 


Wenry Doulton of Lambeth, Eng., Makes 
the Presentation. 

Henry Doulton of Lambeth, Eng., has pre- 
sented the handsome terra-cotta group that 
stands on the Plaza in front of Victoria 
House to Chicago and it has been accepted by 
Mayor Harrison. The statue is described as 
follows: 

The group is a replica of the one which repre- 
sents America on the pedestal of the Prince Albert 
Memorial column which was erected in Kensington 
in hovor of the Crystal Palace Exhibition of 1851, 
the first world’s fair. The replica weighs twen- 
ty-five tons and it cost Mr. Doulton $25,000 to 
send it to Jackson Park and mount it in its. pres- 
ent place. The group, which is of heroic size, 
shows America as the central figure in the guise 
of an Indion maiden in native costume with fig- 
ured headdress. In one hand the figure bears a 
stone-headed lance, in the left isa shield embla- 


zoned with the emblems of the different 
divisions of the continent, the § eagle 
for the United States, the beaver 


for Canada, the Southern cross for Brazil, the 
volcanoes for Mexico. The figure ‘* America”’ is 
mounted on a huge bison, and on either side of 
this bison are other attendant figures represent- 
ing the different American nations. That which 
stands for the United States is of the Anglo- 
Saxon type, clad in symbolical raiment and 
crowned with eagle feathers. Canada is repre- 
sented by a young girl of the English type 
wrapped in furs. Amale figure represents Mex- 
ico, and for South America there is shown a half- 
breed Indian, with sombrere and poncho. The 
group was designed by John Bell. 

Mr, Doulton made the gift through his Chi- 
cago representative, F. H. Ford. In his let- 
ter he writes: 

Ifaslight it will be,I trust, considered a fit- 
ting link connecting the first International Ex- 
hibition with the last one andthe crowning one. 
I can only express my deep regret that I am un- 
able to avail myself of the unparalleled oppor- 
tunity afforded at Chicago to see someof the 
later triumphs of peace, “ for peace hath her 
victories no less renowned than war,” and among 
others not the least beneficent results of the 
Chicago Exhibition we may confidently expect a 
strengthening of the bonds that unite two: great 
nations in the Eastern and Western Hemi- 
spheres.

SELL OFF THE FREAKS 


GROUP OF “LIVING OURIOSITIES ” 
GO AT A STOOK-YARDS AUOTION. 


“Col,” Pruyn, the Auctioneer, Closes Out 
a Broken-Necked Horse, a Five-Legged 
Mule, and Other Museum Specimens to 
Highest Bidders=—“ Eddie” Holton, Pro- 
prietor of the Collection, Tells of the 
Qualities of Hercules, the Giant Mule= 
Pennsylvanian Founds an Art Gallery. 


Down iu the Stock-Yards yesterday they 
sold a freak show at auction. Five hundred 
horsemen from twenty States were crowded 
into the little pavilion, on the raised seats, 
and in the ring. All afternoon they had been bid- 
ding on Texas broncos and Iowa farm mares, 
With the men on the sawdust were halfa 
dozen typical Stock-Yards ‘‘toughs,’’ young 
fellows with black bristles on their faces, 
holes in their clothes, no collars, and moth- 
eaten patches in their hair, Finally the 
oroken-necked horse was led out into the cen- 
ter of the ring. 

“*Wh’-du-I get to start this ’ere wonderful 
freak ’a nature!” shouted Col. Pruyn, the 
auctioneer, standing up in his high box. 

There were .no bidders. Col. Pruyn ex- 
hausted his eloquence. The poor horse, a 
sorry dun in color, with its deformed neck 
and its muzzle almost dragging on the ground, 
was led across the ring. **Eddie’’ Holton, 
owner of the freak show, with his diamond 
stud and the huge seal ring on his right hand 
got down in the crowd and declared the 
animal would do to pull junk if it wasn’t 
wanted as the “greatest living curiosity for 
exhibition purposes.”’ Finally a horse-trainer 
named La Bounty madea bid of $1. “On’y 
livin’ broken-necked hoss in the world,” 
struck up Col. Pruyn. *’F’u men do’n bid 
lively on ’im I'll charge ’u ten cents a piece 
for lookin’ at ’im! ‘R’u all—through—all— 
in—all—down—all done—all—over at $1. 
Gimme two, make ’er even money, raise ’er a 
quarter, don’t you want ’im at no price.” 


Bids $5 and Then Runs, 


Tothe surprise of everybody one of the 
* toughs ’’ with the moth-eaten patches in his 
hair raised his hand and pointed atthe auc- 
tioneer. 

‘* Make ’er one-twenty-five,” queried the 
Colonel expectantly. 

** Five dollars,’ declared the moth-eaten 
chap defiantly. 

** Sold !”’ shrieked the auctioneer. 

** Wha’ sa’ name?”’ 

But the bidder had already turned and 
started to run. ‘* Frenchy,” the ringmaster, 
caught him in the trousers with the lash of his 
long whip as he shot through the door. 

** Wher’s police?’’ cried Col. Pruyn. 

Officer Michael Rafferty of the Stock-Yards 
district, red as to face and mustache and Jarge 
as to girth, trundied after the long-legged de- 
linguent. Officer Rafferty isa “right good 
chunk of a man,”’ as they say in the yards, 
but he never got within shouting distance of 
the man who bid $5 for the broken-necked 
horse. He came back -ten minutes later, 
short on dignity and wind, and Col. Pruyn 
soothed him witha gift of a bamboo cane 
that bada spirit level and a machine for 
measuring the height of mules concealed 
about its person. 

Then the Colonel knocked down the 
broken-necked horse to La Bounty on his 
original bid of $1. La Bounty said he’d lead 
the ** hoss ’’ away after dark and try to sell 
him to a veterinary college. 


+ Other “greatest natural living curiosities ” 


went at simply ruinous prices. There was 
** Hereules, the giant mule,’’ for example. 
Hercules had his tail done up in red flannel 
yesterday. He weighs a trifle less than a ton, 
stands twenty-two hands high and is fifteen feet 
long—** in every respect,’’ as the large oil 
paintings which accompany him say—* the 
monarch and mastodon of mules.’ After 
Hercules had trotted about the ring in a most 
amiable and reassuring manner Col, Pruyn 
climbed up again to his box. 


Scoop Shovels for a Pair of Ears. 


‘Now then, men, we'll tell ’u all about this 
’ere mule. Lookat’im. Weighsaton! One 
o’ ’is ears ’ould make a scoop shovel! Little 
short in his wind, but don’t hurt ’im none to 
work. Been pullin’ the whole show all sum- 
mer, Guaranteed to pull any load ’u can 
hitch ’im to with the hind wheels blocked. 
He’s a whale, and what-um-I-bid to start ‘im?”’ 

A lanky, gaunt stock-yards buyer looked at 
the molars and bicuspids of **‘ Hercules’”’ and 
modestly remarked that he’d give $50. 
“Milk” Riley promptly raised him $5. 
Then **‘ Hercules’ took a hand in the raising 
business himself and cleared the crowd for 
forty feet at his rear. 

When the price got up to $65 it stuck, and 
** Milk” Riley got him at that figure. Riley 
is called ** Milk ’’ because the boys are afraid 
that otherwise he might forget that he used 
to peddle the lactea] fluid through the Stock- 
Yards region. ‘** Milk” says he will send 
** Hercules ” to St. Louis, where he hears they 
have lately begun toimprove the street car 
lines, 


But the three-legged steer and the five-legged 
horse fared worst of all. It fairly brought 
tears to the eyes of ‘‘ Eddie’’ Halton tosee his 
star freaks thrown on the tender mercies of 
a crowd of Stock-Yards horse buyers. Some 
one bid $1 for the triangular beast. 

** N@wv here’s a full-blood Hereford steer,” 
shouted Col. Pruyn. ‘“ He’s got three natural 
legs and no more, an’ ’e’s worth more’n 
‘dollar for beef! ”’ 

The bids rose slowly until they reached 
$4.50, and * Mick” Riley bobbed up again 
as the winner. He said he’d hold his prize 
till the financial panic was over and people 
were able to appreciate luxuries again. The 
five-legged horse went to J. Rosengarden for 
$5—“‘an’ it’s a shame,’ as Col, Pruyn im- 
pressively remarked, “‘ to see a great cu’ rosity 
of nater going at on’y $1 a leg.”’ 

**Purveyors to the amusement-loving pub- 
lic’? lost another great opportunity outside 
the pavilion. ‘* The great canvas, the large cir- 
cus tent, capable of seating 1,000 spectators in 
perfect comfort, was knocked down to 
‘*‘Tom”’ Bell for $5 cash. It was a _ horrid 


sacrifice, only surpassed by that of the water- 


proof house tent, “ useful for children and 
adults alike.” That wentfor $2 to a man 
named Franks. 

“‘The two large oil paintings, twenty feet 
square, giving lifelike representations of 
‘Sampson, the Largest Horse on the Globe,’ 
and the three-legged steer,’’ were sold to W. H. 
Wilson, a World’s Fair visitor from Penn- 
sylvania, for 75 cents. Hestuffed them away 
in his satchel and will donate them to his 
native town as the foundation for an art 
gallery. % 

“The show business,” said Col, Pruyn 
when it was all over, ‘*the show business ain’t 
what it used to be when I was a boy.”

MYSTERIOUS DROWNING OF A CARTER. 


Report from Pointe au Trembles, Quebec, 
May Involve 4 Crime, 
mysterious case, which is believed to involve 
a crime, is reported from Pointe au Trem- 
bles, a small place near this city. A few days 
ago information was sent by the Chief of Po- 
lice at that place to the Montreal poliee author- 
ities that three men with clothes soaked with 
water were giving information that a fourth 
man, with whom they had been fishing, but 
whom they pretended not fo know, had been 
drowned by the upsetting of the boat. Infor- 
mation was given to the city police, anda 
letter arrived from the Chicago police giv- 
ing a description and requiring the 
arrest of one Louis Kasson, a German, 50 
years of age, who was charged with embez- 
zling $4,697 in that city, Detective Mahon 
soon found that the mam answering the de- 
scription had arrived at the Albion Hotel from 
Chicago Oct. 5. Several d@ys after this man’s 
arrival he was met by a yeung man about 22 
years of age, who said he was a carter, also 
from Chicago, and to prove the statement 
produced a badge. The twO men became in- 
separable, The steamer Hamburg, then in 
port, was the rendezvous for the two men, 
who seemed to be on t#rms of intimacy 
; On the 13th

The Man Who Lashed Farragut to the

morning by shooting himself in the head. 
The deceased was reprimanded this morning 
for having overstayed his Jeave of ab- 
sence, and was punished by restriction to 
the ship for a period of sixty days. As soon 
as Neil received his punishment he was seen 
to go below into the ship bagro»m, whiere he 
was found later witha bullet wound in his 
right temple. The deceased was a man of 
unusual distinction, havingfeceived medal 
honors from Congress @for bravery 
and meritorious conduct; Neil _ en- 
listed in the navy in 1861, served with 
Farragut at Mobile Bay, and lashed the im- 
mortal Admiral in the r of the Hartford 
while he stood by his side throughout the 
fight. Since the war Neil has served con- 
tinuously in the navy @nd was one of 
the survivors of the fMll-fa Trenton, 
which went down in Apia Harbor, and 
received general mention fer bravery in res- 
cuing shipmates from the Vandalia, which 
was also wrecked in the sate gale. The de- 
ceased was a native of Ireland, aged 62 
years, anda member of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and the Regular Army and 
Navy Union. Thé remains will be interred in 
the naval cemetery at Mare’ I@land under the 
auspices of the Army and Navy Union.

PERIENCE WITH AMERIOANS. 


Too Trustful by Far He Loses £500 Dur- 
ing His Visit to Washington and Then, 
Provided with Cash and a Ticket by 
the English Ambassador, He Gets 
Against Four Aces and Is So Reduced 
to Sleeping in a Police Station—History 
of a Short Trip Through the Country. 


One of her Britannic Majesty’s magistrates 
was a guestat the Harrison Street Station 
last night. The man who was thus tobog- 
ganed from the bench to the police station is 
Capt. William E. Head of Tipperary, and he 
is in pretty hard Taek. 

In his own country Capt. Head is quite a 
big man and the owner of large estates; he is 
Captain in the Antrim militia and is wealthy. 
Arthur Driver is an ex-gamekeeper of the 
Captain. Driver came to America six years 
ago and settled near Tacoma, Wash. From 
time to time Driver wrote his old employer 
glowing accounts of the fine hunting to 
be had in Washington. Capt. Head was 
fired with ambition to shoot buffalo and see the 
Indians. This being the ‘‘elose” season for 
landlords in Ireland, Capt. Head decided to 
come to America. Sept. 10 he sailed on the 
Bothnia from Queenstown and ten days later 
landed in Boston. Desiring to see the cap- 
ital, Capt. Head went to Washington, but he 
didn’t take his luggage. There was quite a 
lot of that luggage, and the Captain has the 
checks for twelve pieces. Not tobe burdened 
with all this property, Capt. Head sent most 
of it to Tacoma, reserving only a small trunk 
containing a few clean shirts and his shaving 
apparatus. 

In Washington he put up at the National 
Hotel. There he met his fate in the shape of 
three confidence men. The Captain. didn’t 
know who the men were and with that trust- 
ing simplicity, which most characterizes him 
he told the ‘con’? men that he had £500 in 
his pocket. In just about five hours after 
that information the “‘con” men neatly, 
scientifically, and expeditiously relieved Capt. 
Head of his £500, his watch and chain, and 
his faith in mankind. The detéctives of 
Washington were put on the track of the 
thieves and Capt. Head was delayed there for 
three weeks, the host of the National Hotel 
providing him with food and shelter. 


The Ambassador Takes a Hand, 
In the meantime the case had been taken 


‘to the Ambassador, who greatly sympathized 


with his visitor. To show how he appre- 
ciated the position of Capt. Head he gave 
him $50 and Purchased him a through ticket 


to Tacoma, Wash, After receiving his 
credentials from the British Am- 
bassador he started on his 2,500- 


mile trip with $50 in his pocket and 
his confidence in his fellow-men restored. He 
didn’t keep that $50. As to just where it 
went the Captain is rather reticent, but he 
ingenuously remarked that he didn’t re- 
member spending it and wondered whether 
Americans could always deal themselves four 
aces. 

Anyhow and wherever that $50 went the 
Irish magistrate didn’t have any of it when he 
landed in Chicago. 

The Captain walked out of the Twelfth 
Street depot attired in a short coat witha 
pretty red flannel lining: 


“*To Tacoma, my dear man,” replied the 
Captain, urbanely. “*Can you tell me where 
I go to find the train?” 

“*Let’s see what road your ticket’s good 
over,”” said the stranger, holding out his 
hand. 

Into the outstretched hand Capt. Head laid 
several feet of railroad ticket and waited 
while the polite man investigated. 

** Your ticket is good over the Wisconsin 
Central; that’s about eight blocks down that 
way; but see here, you don’t wantall this 
ticket and I'll give you $4 for the return 
balf.”’ 

The Captain promptly accepted, and after 
treating himself to a good meal went to the 
depot. It wasn’t just where the stranger had 
directed him, being in the exactly opposite 
direction, but the Captain got thereat last and 
presented his ticket to the gateman, 

‘*That’s no good. Where’s the other half 
of this ticket?’’ demanded the gateman. 


It Was the Wrong Half. 


‘The other half? O, I sold that,” respond- 
edthe Captain. ‘* You see, I didn’t want it.”’ 

‘* Didn’t you?”’ remarked the official grimly. 
‘* Well, it’ll cost you another eight bones to 
ride on that ticket.”’ 

‘I don’t want to ride on the ticket; I 
want to ride on the train,” said the Captain. 

‘Don’t get gay,’’ snorted the gateman. 
‘* That ticket’s no good and it’ll cost you an- 
other $8 to ride on this train.” 

‘* But I haven’t got it,’”’ said the Captain, 
helplessly, and he told his story to the gate- 
man.

Last night the Captain siept in a witness- 
cell, where he could watch the light filter 
through the bars and Héten.to the exultant 
howls of Nora Kelly who had been brought in 
drunk. He says he will never forget America.

MANHATTAN DAY BOOMING, 

It is now certain that Manhattan day will 
come next to Chicago day among the red let- 
ter events of the World’s Fair, Perhaps it 
will surpass it should the weather be fair, but 
this is hardly probable. On Chicago day Chi- 
eago had the help of the Northwest, and al- 
though it proposes to turn out in force Satur- 
day it is not likely that the Manhattanites 
will send a sufficient delegation to offset the 
del@gations from the West on the former oc- 
casion. o, ; 

All the same, Manhattan day is bound to be 
a big one. It is now anticipated that between 
50,000 and 60.000 New-Yorkers will come 
here escorted by the Old Guard, which in 
turn will be escorted by the First Illinois 
Regiment when the Guard comes, and by the 
Chicago Hussars when it leaves. The pro- 
gram for the day will be an elaborate one, At 
noon the New-Yorkers will rendezvous at 
their building, and march thence to Festival 
Hall. There addresses will be made by Mayor 
Gilroy, Gen. Porter, President Seth Low, 
Bourke Cockran, Chauncey M. Depew, Fred- 
erick R. Coudert, and others. Mrs. Agnes 
Booth Schoeffel will recite a poem, and the 
New York Apollo club and delegations from 
the Arion and Liederkranz willsing. At half- 
past 3 there will bea big parade of military 
bodies, and in the evening a magnificent 
illumination and display of fireworks. 

The celebration of Manhattan day has 
roused as much interest here, and perhaps 
more, than it has in New York, It may not 
be as generala holiday as Chicago day, but 
many of our ‘largest establishments will 

lose and the municipal government will turn 
out solidly to do New York honor, headed 
by the Mayor, who will have old Dutch biood 
in bis veins for that occasion only. Without 
a single feeling of resentment or a qualm of 
jealousy Chicago will do its utmost to make 
the day a booming success, and it expects 
New York todothe same. Tue Trripvye al- 
ready has set forth in detail the splendid ex- 
hibits made by New York in nearly every de- 
partment of the Fair, and it once more urges 
the New-Yorkers to come and see for them- 
selves what their State exhibiters and their 
architects have done, and to see the Fair 
itself, of which Bourke Cockran, their elo- 
quent Tammany orator, now in the city, says: 

There is no question about the success of the 
Fair. It is a marvelous wonder. One is sur- 
prised at it, too, for with all due appreciation of 
this great city, there is nothing in it or about it 
that suggests the sublime beauty of the World’s 
Fair which you have produced, Nothing in the 
city leads strangers to expect such architectural 
perfection as characterizes the whole Exposition. 
Itis wonderful. That feature more than any 
other has appealed to me since I arrived. I have 
seen all the recent great expositions and national 
and international displays, but I have never seen 
anything approaching this. Of the exhibits I 
have seen but little, but from what I have read and 
¢deard they surpass any collection ever made. It 
isa great success, a giory to Chicago, and the 
pride of the Nation. 

Can the New-Yorkérs resist after this? Wiil 
even Dr. Dana hold out longer and sin away 
his day of grace? In this connection Tus 
Tripune does not indorse the proposition of 
the Mayor’s paper to lassoo’ him in New 
York, ship him here by express, and then 
run him through the Fair with a posse of 
Columbian Guards behind him. It believes 
yet he can be brought here by moral suasion.

WANTED: A DEMOCRATIC PLAN, 

A two-thirds majority of the Repub- 
lican Senators have given Piesident Cleve- 
land’s bill for the repeal of the silver pur- 
chase clauses of the Sherman law their hearty 
and unfalterin® support. They have put more 
votes at his disposal than has his own party. 
For the purpose of securing results beneficial 
to the country they have accepted the leader- 
ship of the Demucrat Voorhees and have fol- 
lowed where he led. He insisted on a couple 
of months of talk and then on the “ continu- 
ous session’ experiment and they acquiesced. 
They have remained at Washington and in the 
Senate chamber at great personal inconven- 
iehce to help Mr. Cleveland and to oblige Mr. 
Voorhees, but matters seem to be no more ad- 
vanced than they were two months ago to- 
wards stopping silver inflation. 

Every now and then some free silver Demo- 
crat comes forward with a ‘“‘compromise 
proposition.’”” The Republican Senators have 
turned a deaf ear to all of them and have 
stuck by President Cleveland’s repeal pro- 
gram. They pay no attention to these schemes 
of individual Senators. They are waiting for 
the Democratic party in the Senate to act. 
That party in the House hag doneso. The 
same party in the Senate should put its views 


} in the form of an amendment to the pending 


bill or a totally new measure, and then it will 
not take the Republicans long to decide what 
they will do regarding it. 

The Democrats are in the majority in the 
Senate and they are responsible for what is 
done there. They cannot evade that respon- 
sibility and throw it on the Republicans. If 
the Jaiter had a financial scheme of their own 
they could not pass it, no matter how meri- 
torious it might be. All thatthey can do is 
to make their choice between Demiocratic 
plans if the majority cannot agree on some 
one plan. The Republican Senators have 
given their approval thus far to the policy of 
Mr. Cleveland and of the Democratic House 
of Representatives.

THE CHINESE REGISTRATION LAW 
3 AMENDED 


_* The House has passed, with only nine neg- 


ative votes, the bill amending the law of May, 
1892, providing that all the Chinese laborers 
who were in the United States lawfully should 
register and take out certificates, and that 
those who, being unlawfully in the country, 
were not entitled to certificates should be sent 
back to China. A year was given the Chinese 
in which to: comply with the law. Asa gen- 
eral thing they failed to doso, Out of 106,- 
000 only 13,000 took out certificates. This 
was due not so much to inability to register 
as to reliance on the opinion given the repre- 
sentatives of the Chinese by eminent counsel 
~—Joseph Choate of New York being one of 
them—that the Supreme Court would declare 
the law to be unconstitutional. As has hap- 
pened to other eminent lawyers on other occa- 


with their views. Butas of the nine Judges 
only five upheld the law, while three did not, 
and one Judge was absent, Mr. Choate was 
not without support in his opinion. 

The decision of the Supreme Court was 
given a few days after the expiration of the 
time during which the Chinese were allowed 
to register. Hence there are about 93,000 of 
them who are liable to arrest and deportation. 
But it would take seven millions to pay the 
expenses of their removal, and since each of 
them would demand a trial the United States 
cotta in California would not be able to at- 
tend toany other business for years. For 
these reasons, and because the Chinese were 
misled by the lawyers, the House has passed 
this bill extending the period of registration 
for six months, and also defining more strict- 
ly than in previous laws the word “ laborer ”’ 
as follows: 


The word shall be construed to mean both 
skilled and unskilled manual laborers, including 
Chinese employed in mining, fishing, huckster- 
ing, peddling, laundrymen, or those engaged in 
taking, drying, or otherwise preserving shell or 
other fish for home consumption or exportation. 


It is believed that all the Chinese who were 
here lawfully before May 5, 1892, will take 
out certificates and will remain tm the United 
States, from which it was not the intention of 
the Geary law to expel them. The sole object 
of that measure was to separate the sheep 
from the goats, and to provide for shipping 
the latter out of a country which they had en- 
tered in violation of law. About six moaths 
hence the uncertificated Chinese, whose num- 
ber will not be very great, can be taken in 
hand and sent where they belong. The lawas 
amended provides that the photograph of 
every registered Chinaman must be attached 
to his certificate, so that there can be little or 
no misuse of these p@pers. They cannot be 
loaned to those unlawfully here to protect 
them from arrest. 

It is understood that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is not dissatisfied with the law in its 
amended form. Itis nota matter of much 
consequence what that government thinks of 
American legislation, but other things being 
equal it is just as well that whatever influence 
itdoes exert among Chinese in the United 
States should be exerted to make them obey 


Gen. MacMahon, Duke of Magenta, Mar- 
shal of France,and the second Presidapt of 
the French Republic, has just passed away at 
the advanced age of 85. He was descended 


many others of his race, took to a military 
career, in which he rose to high honors. 
After his graduation from St. Cyr he first saw 
service in AlBeria and rose from a Captaincy 
to a General of Brigade. In the Crimean war 
he distinguished himself, and in the Italian 
campaign of 1848 was honored with the 
titles of Duke and Marshal of France for his 
gallantry at Magenta. From 1864 to 1870 
he was Governor-General of Algeria, but in 
the latter year he resumed military service as 
commander of the First Corps in the war 
with Germany. Defeated in the battle of 


army and sought to make a junction with 
Bazaine.. In this he failed, and the end of his 
service for France came at Sedan. After his 
release he played an important part in put- 
ting down the Communist uprisings in Paris. 
About this time he made his appearance in 
political ‘life and was elected President to 
succeed M,. Thiers in 1873. He held that 
office until 1879, when he resigned and was 
succeeded by M. Grévy. His political career 
was unsatisfactory to the friends of the repub- 
lic ow.ng to his strong monarchical tenden- 
cies, and he resigned the Presidential office 
rather than consent to a law depriving mon- 
archical officers of their titles. As a politician 
he was not successful, but as a soldier he 
proved bimself able, skillful, and gallagt, and 
he always will be remembered by at 
with admiration and gratitude for his brill- 
iant storming of the Malakoff in the Crimean 
war, for‘which he received the decoration of 
the Legion of Honor. His devotion to the 
army was intense, and it is as one of the 
greatest soldiers of France since the elder Na- 
poleon that he will take his place in history. 
Asa gentleman no dishonorable act sullied 
his long and brilliant career.

GOLDEN WATER. 

The Washington Star is responsible for the 
statement that the inventor of a new process 
has been experimenting with the waters of the 
great Salt Lake with the most astonishing re- 
sults. He finds that each ton of the water 
contains $3 worth of gold (?) and believes he 
can extractitata cost of about 50 cents 
perton. As the lake is estimated to contain 
15,000- million tons of water there should be 
enough gold in it to yield 45,000 million 
dollars, five-sixths of which will be profit. 
The resalting amount of some $600 gold per 
head to every man, woman, and child in the 
United States, after paying the cost of ex- 


traction, would constitute a per capita 
that ought to be sufficient to satisfy

of the World’s Fair with an earnestness and 
enthusiasm which Tus Tarsune feels like 
commending to New York, Boston, and ‘some 
other Eastern cities which have maintained 
an indifferent mood, 

The Philadelphia Press, reflecting upon the 
immense attendance on Chicago day, attrib- 
ute@ it not so much to the popularity of the 
Fair as to the civic pride, enthusiasm, and 
energy of the city, which appear all the more 
remarkable to it when it is considered that 
cities with a large foreign population usually 
have less of this local pride than those having 
a population of American birth. It observes 
that, while Chicago ha3 4 larger population of 
foreign birth even than New York, there is no 
city in the country in which local feeling is so 
strong. We may even forgive its character- 
ization of Chicago as “a big, modern, 
raw, dirty, ugly city” when it says that 
* no little Greek city or Italian republic ever 
felt a stronger pride or a more vehement local 
patriotism.”’ The Press has gone to the very 
bottom of the reasons which have made this 
Fair such a success. It is due more to this 
civic pride and to the unanimity of the people 
in standing together and working together, 
uniting their efforts and concentrating them 
upon a given purpose, than to any other 
cause that this splendid work has been accom- 
plished in such a manner as to compel the 
admiration of the world, As the outcome to 
the first object lesson the Press remarks:

This is all 
New York is today. With this master passion 
among 4 great body of its citizens a city becomes 
the deep desire of all who dwell within its lim- 
its and is sure to fashion some monument like the 
Acropolis at Athens or the White City by Lake 
Michigan to stand a dream of beauty in the 
minds of men through all time.

The Press reasons out the causes leading up 
to this result as accurately as it did in the first 
case mentioned, It says: 


In some way Chicago seems to solve problems 
over which other cities puzzle themselves until 
they become gray-headed. Itmay be due to -su- 
perior sagacity, but it is probably more largely 
the result of that overmastering spirit of enter- 
prise that refuses to let any obstacle stand in the 
way of an improvement that is necessary to the 
progress of the city.

“it might be well for other cities desiring 
rapid transit tostudy Chicago's manner and 
method.’

Txere was an election in Indianapolis last 
week, and the Democrats, who had been in 
control in that city for several years, were 
driven from power by a sweeping majority.

You will, therefore, please notify the 
above-mentioned parties [McCarthy and Welles] 
that they must not expend during the present 
fiscal year more than was appropriated in the 
annual appropriation bill in March. 


Mayor Harrison has hitherto prided himself 
on his conservative management of the city 
finances. But it is to be feared that he has 
succumbed to Democratic methods in that 
line.

He 
does not want to see him Postmaster, or Collector 
of Customs or of Internal Revenue, lest he should 
use the large patronage of either office to oppose 
the City Hall machine. But the patronage of the 
Subtreasury is comparatively insignificant, and 
consists chiefly of a big bond. However, Herr 
Harrison has been known to do more inconsistent 


things than support Herr Hesing for the Postmas- 


tership. Since his reconciliation with Ald. Cul- 
lerton one can expect almost anything in the 
way of political floppery on his part.

OBJECT TO THE TROLLEY WIRES. 


Strong Opposition to the South Side Elec- 
tric Railway Ordinances, 

There was much discussion at the City Hall 
yesterday about the new electric power ordi- 
nances for the Chicago City railway. It was 
the general impression that Ald. Wall’s ordi- 
nance for operating with electric trolley wires 
the Clark street cars would have to be aban- 
doned and Ald. Carey’s ordinance considera- 
bly modified. There is not much objection to 
the trolley system on the  cross- 
town lines or on Wallace, Hanover, or 
South Halsted street. But it is believed there 
will be serious objection to’the system on In- 
diana and Archer avenues. It is proposed 
also that the poles to be used must be fully 
described in the ordinance and not left to the 
discretion of the Commissioner of ‘Public 
Works. An iron post must be used, the 
Xidermen say. They also take the stand that 
these posts should bear electric lamps which 
should be lighted and maintained by the 
street car companies without. expense to the 
city. Thus modified the ordinances may have 
a chance of passing. 

The Fire Department will oppose the trol- 
ley system in the central part of the city. It 
is understood in this connection that the 
North Side company will ask for a similar 
ordinance as the South Side company has, 
for the North State street and the cross-town 
lines. The ordinances for the two companies, 
it is intended, will be considered about the 
same time. 

City Electrician Barrett is outspoken 
against the ordinances in their present forms, 
and said: 

Such measures are outrageous and should not 
be considered by the Council for a minute. We 
have been trying for years to clear the down- 
town district of poles, and now that we have just 
succeeded, here comes acompany which pro-, 
poses to putthem up again. It is particularly 
outrageous to advocate an overhead nw | sySs- 
tem when electric cars may be propelled suc- 
cessfully by an underground current. Such a 
road is in operation in this city on the 
North Side and it works well. In 
uther cities, too, it is used and 
gives satisfaction. This being the case the Coun- 
cil should pass no ordimance to allow the over- 
head wires in any part of the city. It would ba 

articularly bad to allow an overhead wire on 
Mark streetin the down-town district. Those 
electric railway wires carry heavy currents, and 
if a telegraph or telephone wire breaks and falls 
across one of them there is likely to be a fire or a 
dead person at the other end of the wire. Our 
telephone and police telegraph wires would be 
menaced constantly. ’ 

Marsha! Musham of the Fire Department is 
equally outspoken against the plan, but for 
anotherreason. He said: 

We have great trouble in getting to fires now 
on account of the wires strung in front of build- 
ings, and our men are constantly exposed to 
great danger on account of live wires. I think 
the Council should reject any and all proposi- 
tions looking tothe erection of more poles and 
more wires. 

Commissioner Johes is against the ordi- 
nance, and said: 

Il am informed by Mr. Yerkes thatthe under- 
ground system works well onthe North Side ex- 
cept in winter, and that its failure then is due to 
faulty construction, which could be remedied in 
the construction of another line of the same kind. 
There is no reason therefore for a new overhead 
trolley wire. Besides | do not think electric 
trains can be run with safety on down-town 
streets. 


Black Knocked Down and Robbed.

FIFTY-FIVE LIVES AND $675,000 IN 
PROPERTY LOST IN STORM. 


Destruction Is the Greatest in the Last 
Thirteen Years=The Leighton Is Given 
Up for Lost=Thirteen Bodies Recovered 
Off Dunkirk, Victims from the Wrecked 
Dean Richmond = French Steamship 
Marseille Founders, but Its Entire Crew 
and the Passengers are Saved. 


The storm of Oct. 14 cost fifty-five lives and 
caused an aggregate loss of over $675,000 to 
lake shipping. Not since Oct. 10, 1880, has 
any lake storm approached the great gale of 
last Saturday and Saturday night in the num- 
ber of lives lost and value of property de- 
stroyed. Inall thirteen boats have become 
total losses, while many more now on the 
beach on every one of the great lakes may be 
added to the tist. The aggregate of the total 
losses is $326,000. Strandings add $300,- 
000 more and minor damages increase the 
grand total by $50,000, making ita little 
over $675,000. Following are the total 
wrecks, the values given including the 
cargoes:

BOAT LEIGHTON GIVEN UP FOR LOST. 


Wrecked Schooner Off Port Colborne, Lake 
Krie, Still Unidentified. 

Burrato, N. Y., Oct. 17.—The unknown 
schooner whose topmasts show above water 
off Port Colborne, Lake Erie, is now sup- 
posed to be the F.C. Leighton, which left 
Toledo last Wednesday with 23,000 busbels 
of wheat for Buffalo. Its agents here, Gal- 
vin, Clark & Boland, have not heard from it, 
and fear that it is the one that foundered. 
The missing boat was commanded by its 
owner, Benjamin Calhoun of Clayton, and 
had a crew of four men, beside the Captain, 
mate, and cook, or seveninali. It is a canal 
schooner of 312 tous, was built at Port Hu- 
ron in 1875, was valued at $4,500, and 
rated Bl. 

Toixepvo, O., Oct. 17.—The schooner Leigh- 
ton, which is reported sunk off Port Colborne, 
had light+ topmasts, whereas the topmasts 
showing above water there are said to be 
black. The Benson, which left Buffalo for 
Erie without cargo Wednesday, has black top- 
masts. Neither the Cummings nor the St. 
Peter,on the way here from Buffalo, has 
yet arrived. Some marine men say that the 
lost boat may have been the St. Peter. 


THIRTEEN BODIES ARE RECOVERED. 


Theory Advanced That Dean Richmond 
Victims Died from Exhaustion. 

Duyxirk, M Y., Oct. 17.—Up to tonight 
thirteen bodies from the lost steamer Dean 
Richmond have been recovered. A large 
number of men areé still patrolling the beach 
looking for bodies. The Collector of Customs 
today took charge of all of the cargo which 
has so farcome ashore. The theory is ad- 
vanced that all the people on the Richmond 
died of exhaustion. They all had life pre- 
servers on, and in almost every case the lungs 
are free from water, showing they were not 
drowned. The man, C, L. Clark, who claims 
to be the only survivor of the Richmond, has 
disappeared. 

Sauut Ste. Mariz, Mich., Oct. 17.—The 
mystery of the schooner whose topmasts stick 
above water four miles north of Parisien Isl- 
and is till unsolved. It was thought to be the 
Georger, but that boat arrived here all right 
this morning. The steamer Kershaw was re- 
leased from the beach in Waiskai Bay this af- 
ternoon. Tugs are working on the schooners 
Ironton and Yukon and expect to have them 
afloat tomorrow. The Canadian steamer 
Clinton and schoonefs Ceylon and Augusta, 
after being missed several days, passed down 
this morning. They were sheltered under 
Keweenaw Point. 


STEAMSHIP MARSEILLE FOUNDERS, 


Big French Boat Goes Down at Sea, but Its 
Crew and Passengers Are Saved. 

New Orweans, La., Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
The steamship Merrimac, Capt.’ Bennett com- 
manding, crossed the bar this morning and 
brought the news that the French. steamship 
Marseille, belonging to the French Commer- 
cial company, had foundered at sea, but that 
the crew of over fifty officers and men had 
been rescued by the steamer Palmos. In ad- 
dition to the crew the Marseille had on board 
a number of passengers, all of whom were 
rescued, The Palmos was bound for 
Galveston, and Saturday it was  over- 
hauled and passed by the  Merri- 
mac, to which vessel it imparted the 
information regarding the survivors of the 
Marseille by signal. The Palmods is due to- 
morrow, when full particulars will be learned. 
The Marseille was an iron screw steamship, 
carried four masts, and was of 3,447 tons

avre in 1883, and was fitted with compound 
engines of 400 nominal horse-power. The 
Marseille left Antwerp with alarge general 
cargo on Sept. 22. 

Hauirax, N. S., Oct. 17.—Seven of the crew 
of ten of the Norwegian bark Bonte Corvo, 
wrecked near Sydney, N.S., Oct. 1, arrived 
here today. They saved little else than their 
lives from the wreck. 

New Yorks, Oct. 17.—Fears are felt for the 
safety of the Spanish steamship Ciudad Con- 
dal, which sailed for this port from Havana 
Oct. 10, and was due here Sunday. It is 
thought it has been driven out of ita course in 
the recent heavy storm and has become dis- 
abled. The Ciudad Condal is the sister ship 
of the Havana, and is considered a thorough- 
ly aampeee vessel and able to withstand heayy 
seas. Itisunderthe chargeof Capt. Canmnona, 
and carries a crew of seventy-two men. It 
sailed from Havana with 350 passengers on 
board and a heavy cargo of sugar. 

Nassau, N. P., Oct. 17.—The fcrew of the 
American bark Chestina Redman, Capt. Mc- 
Lean, from Boston Sept 18 for Hurricane 
Island and Sabine Pass, have landed here by 
the New York and Cuba mail steamship Niag- 
ata, Capt. Bray.

QONTROLLER PROTESTS AGAINST BU- 
REAU EXTRAVAGANCE

He Visits the Mayor and Complains That 
McCarthy and Welles Have Expended 
Nearly the Whole of Their Appropria- 
tions, with Two Months of the Fiscal 
Year LeftStreets to Be Paved by Cor- 
porations Which Have Torn Them Up 

 wRepresentatives Meet City Officials. 

Controller Wetherell sought Mayor Harrison 
again yesterday to protest against the extrava- 
gance of the bureau chiefs, particularly Mc- 

Carthy and Welles, who have spent nearly all 

the money appropriated for their respective 

branches of the public business, though there 
are two months of the fiscal year left. The 

Controller says there is no money for extra 

appropriations. The Council estimated for 

an increased revenue of $350,000. This has 
has not been realized. The revenue from sa- 
loon licenses and miscellaneous resources 
have fallen off. The departments must there- 


fore be kept within the appropriation. This 4 M 


can be done in all the departments except 
those of McCarthy and Welles. 

‘* I made objections to Commissioner Jones 
‘to the granting of additional appropriations 
for the Superintendents of the Street and 
Street and Alley Cleaning Departments be- 
cause I have notthe money andin my judg- 
ment will not have the money,’ said Control- 
ler Wetherell yesterday. 

If the Mayor permits the extra appropria- 
tion it is believed that Mr. Wetherell will re- 
tire from the Controllership. He has not 
been satisfied with the way in which some of 
the departments have been financially man- 
aged. 


CORPORATIONS WILL PAVE STREETS, 


Conference of Their Representatives with 
City Officials Results Satisfactorily. 


Corporation Counsel Kraus, Commissioner | 
Jones, and Supt. McCarthy of the Street De- 
partment had a conference yesterday with 
representatives of the gas companies, tele- 
phone companies, electric light companies, 
and other corporations which tear up the 
streets for the purpose of laying underground 
works. These men were summoned last week 
by a letter calling attention to the fact that 
work estimated to cost over $600,000 had 
been made necessary by their tearing up of 
pavements and that they must either pay for 
the work or have it done or the city would 
grant them no more permits.

McCarthy’s figures 
to be verified before the work of paving the 
streets was entered upon. They agreed to 
select an engineer who is to go with an €n- 
gineer selected by Supt. McCarthy next Fri- 
day to survey some of the streets and see if 
they can agree as to the amount of paving to 
be done by the corporations. This was satis- 
factory to the city officials. , 


Tracing Smallpox Trouble. 

Physicians of the Health Department were out 
on West Twenty-first street all day yesterday 
vaccinating persons who might have come in con- 
tact with Katie Hautch, who was taken to the 
pest-house suffering from smalipox the night be- 
fore. The physicians think they can trace all 
the cases to a patient on Sixteenth street. The 

rocery store at No. 1083 Van Horn street, which 
coe been closed by order of the Commissioner of 
Health for several days since the removal of a 
case of smallpox from it, has been fumigated 
five times. he Commissioner has allowed the 
proprietor to resume business. 


Award Money to Property-Owners. 


Owners of property condemned for the im- 
provement of Lincoln Park boulevard from Pear- 
son to Oak street were awarded compensation in 
the County Court yesterday. The verdict of the 
jury gave $18,660.80 to interested owners in 
Neeley’s lake shore subdivision of the Canal 
Trustees’ subdivision and $40,890 to owners in 
Vogt'’s subdivision.

All the officers were chosen by acclamation, 
and all the members of the Executive cpm- 
mittee except Mr. Rhode. Mr. Linn of the 
Twenty-third Ward was named in opposition, 
but got only two votes. Mr. Smyth, the new 
Chairman, is not in the city. He will be back 
Monday, when he will take charge of ‘the 
campaign in earnest. In the meantime Mr. 
Lioyd Smith, a young lawyer of Lake View, 
will act as Chairman, and the campaign will 
be pushed. Ald. Kerm reported that he had 
secured temporary headquarters in the second 
floor of the ‘Title and Trust Building, No. 100

The second and last day of the World’s 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union was 
devoted alinost exclusively to business. 
Nevertheless, the Hall of Washington was 
crowded all day long and many women un- 
able to get seats stood for hours in the aisles. 
All the various committees reported the work 
of their departments for the last year and all 
showed an encouraging condition of things. 

Mrs. Chariton Edholm of the Press De- 
partment submitted an account of the work 
done by her departinent and some of her own 
views as to the possibilities of the press in 
furthering the work of the union. The report 
of the Sunday School Department was 
interesting, but was interrupted to make 
place for the memorial service in memory of 
Mary Allen West, the sixth ** round-the-world 
missionary ’’ of the W. C,. T. U., who after a 
journey of more than 3,000 miles through 
Japaa,durng which she delivered ninety- 
seven addresses, died in tht country among 
the native adherents to the cause of temper- 
ance. Mrs. Chika Sokurai of Japan, who was 
with Miss West shortly before the latter's 
death, told with much feeling of the meeting 
between them, and paid a glowing tribute to 
the noble life of Miss West. 


Reading from Crusade Bible. 


Miss Anna Gordon said that it was fitting 
that from the pages of the * Crusade Bible’ 
the traveler’s psalm should be read by the 
President, and Lady Henry read, with fine ex- 
pression and feeling, that great poem. At its 
conclusion Lady Henry said it gave her great 
pleasure to introduce one who had been the 
pioneer in the work of securing woman’s 
equality. She said thatas she and Miss Wil- 
lard had read the yon yg of the great series 
of congresses they had been rejoiced that 
when Susan B, Anthony appeared in those 
congresses she had received the proudest 
recognition. , 

Miss Anthony said, as she came to the front, 
that she felt justas prouu as Lady Henry 
could tostand inthat great assemblage of 
women, for this was the first time that an out 
and out advocate of woman’s equality had 
been recognized by this organization. Eleven 
years ago, she sad, Frances Willard, the 
noble President of the association, had nearly 
lost her official head because she had intro- 
duced Miss Anthony at a meeting in the City 
of Washington. Miss Anthony proceeded to 
tell of the growth of the suffrage sentiment 
among the reform elements, and made a 
powerful presentation of the whole question, 
showing that all efforts at charity and reform 
were impotent and futile so long as present 
conditions existed and woman was deprived 
of her rightful share in the government of the 
world, 

Lady Henry Somerset then introduced the 
Rev. Dr. John Hall of New York, who made 
a short address congratulating the union upon 
their good work in the field of temperance. 
The Rev. Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts of Pittsburg 
followed with a resolution to celebrate the 
year 1900, as the anniversary of the birth 
of Christ, by a series of meetings to be held 
at various points throughout the world and to 
last over the entire year. He also proposed 
that a band of missionaries should be sent 
from one meeting to another until they had 
completed the entire circuit. The resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 
The Committee on Credentials reported that 
there were 160 delegates present represent- 
ing seven countries. 


Work of Afternoon Session. 


The afternoon session was opened with a 
prayer by Mrs. Cunningham of British Co- 
tumbia, after which Mary H. Hunt, superin- 
tendent of scientific temperance instruction 
of the W.C. T. U., reported that a law had 
been passed in forty-four States of the United 
States making the teaching of scientific tem- 
perance compulsory. She said that this work 
was already bringing abaqut good results and 
much was expected of it in the future. In 
saving the children of today the men and 
women of the next generation were being 
saved. She said that the W. C. T. U. text 
books were not only being translated into 
many languages, but were serving as models 
for all new text books on scientific temper- 
ance. The rest of her address was devoted to 
the condition of legalized teaching on scien- 
tific temperance in foreign lands. 

Miss Elizabeth W. Greenwood, superintend- 
ent of the department of evangelistic work, 
read an interesting report upon the work of 
her department. Her concluding words were: 

How may be bear the gospel of life to the mill- 
ions of the world inthe shortest possible time? 
This is the question confronting our evangelistic 
department today, and the solution is individual 
consecration and individual effort. 

John G. Woolley of Minneapolis followed 
with a short address on general temperance 
work. Miss Anna A. Gordon, who has charge 
of the juvenile work of the union, then read 
her report for the year. An interesting feat- 
ure of this report was that of the children in 
raising money for the Willard fountain that 
is to be placed at one of the entrances of the 
Woman’s Temple. Miss Gordon said that 
the subscription at present amounted to 
$2,681 and had been contributed by the chil- 
dren in sums not exceeding 10 cents. Col. 
Parker, Worthy Grand Secretary of the Good 
Templars of the World, spoke a few words of 
encouragement and said that the Woman’s 
Union and the Good Templars should go hand 
in hand, as they were doing the same work 
aloug parallel lines.

CONTRACT OF THE UNION PACIFIC. 


Exclusive Agreement with Northwestern 
May Be Annulled. 

The fact that the Union Pacific has sent 
dispatches to its Eastern connections request- 
ing them to continue to interchange traffic 
with iton the same terms as heretofore and 
expressing a desire to keep up the .most 
friendly relations with them in.the future has 
piven rise to reports that the réceivers contem- 
plate an abrogation of the exclusive traffic con- 
tract with the Chicago and Northwestern and 
that they mean to p'ace it on exactly the same 
footing as other connections east of the Mis- 
souri River. The adoption of such a policy 
would be hailed with joy ty all its Eartern 
connections, except the Northwestern and Al- 
ton, both of which have been enjoying special 
advantages as regards pwetho 4 traffic over 
the Union Pacific. It is believed that 
the Union Pacific’s interests would be 
better subserved if its exclusive contract 
with the Northwestern was abrogated, as its 
other connections would give it much more 
business than they do now, It is a question 
whether the receivers have the power to annul 
a legally executed contract. me railroad 
officials contend that the gontract with the 
Northwestern cannot be abrogated by the re- 
ceivers, While others conteid that the con- 
tract was made by the old management, 
and that the receivers are not requi to ful- 
fill any of the contracts made by the company 
before it went into the hands of a receiver. 
The action of the Northern Pacific after going 
into the hands of receivers in abrogating its 
contract with the Wisconsin Central is cited 


in substantiation of the vlaim that the receiv- 
ers need not carry aut coktrbets made by. . Walker 
roads before they go into bankruptcy. In 


the Wisconsin Central case, however. the 
courts were asked to annul the lease with the 
Northern Pacific, and only after the courts 
had granted the request did the Northern Pa- 
cific abrogate its through traffic arrange- 
ments with the Wisconsin Central. Theo opin- 
ion is expressed that the courts will have to 
decide the question whether the reecivers can 
legally abrogate the contract with the receiv- 
ers, and that until this is done the relations 
between the Union Pacific and Northwestern 
will continue as at present. 


Demands Equalization of Rates. 

The Missouri Pacific has just discovered that 
the #5 rate from Kansas City to Chicago made 
on account of the World's Fair has the effect of 
making a lower rate from Kansas City via Chi- 
cago to the East, if combined locals are used, 
than the regular through rate via St. Louis. 
General Passenger Agent ‘’ownsend thinks that 
in pomsonuanes thereof great numbers of people 
who would otherwise go East via St. Louis are 

oing via Chicago. He requested Chairman 

Jaldwell to rectify the discrepancy by making 
the low World's Fair rates alse basing rates and 
thus placing both cities on an ual footing. A 
hearing was had at Chairman Caldwell’s office 
regaiding the matter yesterday afternoon, but a 
dotialon' ieee not yet been rendered by the Chair- 
man. Although the feeling was that no injury is 
being done St. Louis by the present condition of 
affairs yet no particular objection was raised to 
the equalization of rates as requested by General 
Passenger Agent Townsend. St. Louis has all 
along enjoyed the same low rates as were made 
to Chicago on account of the World's Fair, but it 
has not transpired that the low rates have in- 
duced many people to go to or via St. Louis.

STOCKHOLDERS ATTAOK THE OIGERO 
LIGHT AND POWER OONOERN. 


They Assert That They Are Also Creditors 
and They Ask-to Be Permitted to Fuar- 
nish the Court with New Evidence and 
Facts=Proceedings in the United States 
Supreme Court, Attorneys Admitted to 
Practice, Etc.Judge Grosscup Sitting 
at Peorla=The Court Record. 


By a petition filed in the Circuit Court yes- 
terday the proceedings under which a re- 
ceiver was recently appointed for the Cicero 
Light, Power and Heat company of Austin 
are attacked. The petitioners are George M. 
and Walter E. Davis, Emery B. Moore, Fred- 
erick A. Hill, Nathan I, Harrison, and Frank 
M. Murray. They ask to become identified 
with the litigation. They assert *that they 
own 776 out of the 1,500 shares of the cap- 
ital stock of the company and are also cred- 
itors to the extent of $3,500.

A further charge is made that 
at the investigation of the. company’s assets, 
which took place before a master in chan- 
cery, the defendants and officers of the cor- 
poration did not contest seriously the ap- 
plication for a receiver and allowed the attor- 
ney for the complainant bank to interrogate 
witnesses on delicate subjects without raising 
any strenuous objections. titioners 
maintain that they have no knowledge of the 
foreclosure suit. and therefore ask to be per- 
mitted to furnish the court with new evidence 
and facts.
